The steamer Inanda 
entered on Feb. 13 and reports saw nothing of the 
Mesnafos after running seawards.

9 for Chinde and had not arrived there up to 
Feb. 14. Steamer Lysekloster, loading at Quilimane, 
ordered to look for the missing, has now returned 
here and has seen nothing. A wireless message has 
been sent to all steamers on the coast to keep a 
look-out. The Portuguese Government steamer 
Pungue left this morning in search.
